And his sufferings were 
the more intense, because despite all and through all, he determined 
to liveand not to die, and se maintained that Jewish spirit which alone 
could keep his soul great and free, however bent and crippled his body. 
It has been a mighty effort, for if has involved resistance to the lures of 
occasional material prosperity, often trying the Jew even more than 
the material misery he has borne with such profusion as his life's 
grim heritage. And although the abiding promise of a splendid 
renaissance which has been to him as a beacon of light in his 
darkest hours seems at last to be crystallising into actuality, the 
rolaxed. His contemplation of his past 
will nerve him all the surer for the struggle that is yet before him, 
enabling him all the more certainly to overcome those, be they out- 
side or within his own camp, who would thwart him of the national 
rights he means to regain. He tixes in his heart and mind the 
dire happenings which the 9th of Ab commemorates, and tries to 
comprehend fully all their terrible implications to himself and no 
less to humanity at large.

Tue International Conference convened by the “Liberal”

The Day of Our Mourning. 


By Mentor. 


HE Synagogue I attended when I was a lad presented a 

a sombre mien on Tisha b' Ab. The seats in the body of 

the building were festooned in black, as were also the 
galleries. The wardens’ box was draped in black, as 

was also the reader's desk which for the nonce was unoccupied, 
the Chazan taking his place upon a low chair near to the Ark to 
which bis back was turned and across which a black curtain was 
suspended. The members of the Congregation, of whom there were 


always many present, followed the practice of relinquishing on that 
day their ordinary seats, and occupied stools near the ground. There 
could be no mistaking, from the aspect of that Synagogue anyway, 
that the occasion was one of mourning. It was, to use a colloquial 
expression, full mourning. And I am bound to say, casting my 
recollection back over the years that have intervened, unless that 
Congregation was composed ot consummate actors, the mourning 
was very real. Everyone appeared to show that he was. personally 
sorrowing for a great trouble. I suppose he was: and that 7isha 
by Ab in the days IT am ealling to mind meant something more from at 
least one point of view Lhau now, when one of our most prominent 
Ministers as he himself told me the other day, always takes care to 
fix his holiday so as to miss” the Ninth of Ab. Butit seems to me 
that this particular Jewish observance has not changed through 
deterioration of Jewish feeling, such as the Minister's assurance, 
just quoted by me, would seem to indicate. It is the view-point of 
the commemoration that has altered. When those worthy people 
in the Synagogue to which | have alluded mourned, they mourned 
religiously for somé@thing they felt religiously... Tisha b' Ab was to 
them a religious observance. To a large extent, it is so no longer, 


In the days of which I write, the mourning on Tisha b Ab 
was for the downfall of the Temple. The destruction of that 
centre of Jewish worship appealed to the imagination of Jews 
who felt. that, with the Temple gone, the exercise of their 
religion, however faithfully it was pursued, was incomplete. 
They prayed—and they meant it—for the restoration of the Temple 


Sorvices. for the reinstitution of the sacrificial rites. And 


they mourned, not only because they had been despoiled of them, 
and that therefore they could not, as they thought, worship Ged 
in fulness, but because they believed, too, that the restoration 
for which they solemnly and sincerely hoped was delayed, because 
of their sin. The argument which centred round Tisha b' Ab was 
something like this ~—and it will be seen that it involved a very great 
deal of that upon which depended the chief religious belief.of the 
Jew. Because of the backsliding of the Jews, the Pemple fell and 
the Temple Services came to anend. The Synagogue was adopted 
—there had been Synagogues, of course, while the Temple was 
standing—as the universal alternative, the best that in the circum- 
stances could be substituted. Aud the Temple would be set up 
again, and the Temple services again brought into vogue, only at the 
coming of a Messiah. His coming, however, would not be while Divine 
displeasure rested upon Jews, and it would remain with their 
persistence in sin. At the coming of the Messiah, sp the belief ran, 
not alone would all Jews living, go back to worship in the Temple 
rebuilt. but the bodies of all Jews who had died in exile would 
become living men and women once again, and they, too, by some 
miraculous power, would become worshippers at the Temple services 
to be vevived. No people that is conscious of having resting 


‘upon it the curse of a doom would feel otherwise than mournful 


as the anniversary came by of the day on which it was believed 
that the curse first took effect. The worshippers in the synagogue 
of my youth mourned bitterly on Tisha b Ab: Their mourning was 
an expression not alone of sorrow at what hal befallen, but of 
sincere and abject grief that sin, as they supposed, was still rife 
among them so that the coming of the Messiah was delayed and 
the Temple, round which they spun ideas of supreme glory, had to 
lie still in ruins. Incidentally, it will be seen how, since only when 
the. Jewish people, not as a people but individually, were no longer 
sinful, there would be an end to the religious disability which the 
fall of the Temple inflicted, the coming of the Messiah with the 
return of Jews to worship in their own land was logically deferred 
to the Greek Kalends. 


All this, or much of it, has gone. The desire for a re-institution 
of Temple worship and a ‘restoration of sacrifices cannot be said to 
be urgent or general. I would not for a moment say that the 
repugnance felt for sacrifices, as a means of worship, is as reasonable 
and as free from mere sentiment as is generally assumed to be the 
case,, or. perhaps it would be fairer to say as most. of us think, 


We still “ sacrifice” animals to the service of our physical appetites, 
Why, then, it is more barbarous to do so in order tosatisfy our spiritual 
appetite is not very clear. The words of the Prophet, who in the 
name of the Almighty disdained sacrifices, do not dispose of the 
question. Any act of worship that is merely mechanical—lip service, 
for instance—he would have denounced with equal vigour and in 
language no less inspiring. This, however, by the way. I doubt 
whether even apart from the sacrifices there is much desire for a 
reconstituted Temple and whether that beautiful thought which 
declared that wherever man called upon God there, if his prayer 
was sincere, God, would be with him, is not better understood 
now than in former days. The change to which I allude is another. 
lisha b' Ab has ceased very considerably to be a religious com- 
memoration. The Jewish religion has less to regret to-day in con- 
nection with it (and less to hope for) than it had in times gone by 
of which I write, The religious hold of that day has clearly 
waned, as its religious implications have become less appealing to 


this generation. To-dav. to the average Jew, 7isha.b Ab means not 


a religious but a national day of mourning. For: Jews have come 
to see that the religious aspect of the Fast Day was always, 
although it was not so recognised, entirely subservient to the political, 
If it had only been that the Temple was destroyed and. the Temple 
worship forbidden, | do not see that the disaster for our people 


would have been very Yreat or certainly that its effects would be 


vith us. now But as the late Lady Magnus right], put it—as 
Mr. Israel Cohen reminded us the other dav—the religious and 
the politi al Lave aly been ho inal one to the othe iT} 
Judaism, and Tussin b Ab is a commemoration and in respect to 
all for whieh it has stood dur Ing the two thousand years that have 


intervened since the events it memorises. is one of the most 


telling instances of the fact upon which Lady Magnus insisted. 

For pekerations however, as | savy, Our people Say only the 
commemorations religious point of view, and in the absence of, so 
far as they were concerned, any other, it appeared to them to be the 
only point of view. But Pinsker, Moses Hess and Herzl particularly, 
as well as others came to perceive how an infinitely greater loss to 
our people occurred on that fatal Ninth of Ab than the destruction of 
the Temple and the abolition of the Temple Services. The German 
Reformers, fathers of what has come to be known as the “ Libefal’”’ 
Jewish Movement, and which apparently proposes to take to itself 
instead the name of " Progressive’ Judaism, looked only upon the 
religious aspect of « b' Ab—its religious sorrow, the religious 
belief that clung to it, the religious hope that was nourished 
concerning it—and they determined. to cut ‘it out as obsolete 
and therefore useless but I doubt very much whether they 
would have banned all belief in a return to Palestine and al] 
religious ceremony and ritual affecting it, if they had had 
before their minds the political and national bearings as wel! of the 
Tisha b Ab celebration 


the Jewish exile and perhaps, in. the opinion of: many,.to great 


The religious element could be replaced in 


a lvantage over the sort of wo! ship that Was carried on two thousand 
years ago, when our people, none the less, were in point of civilisa- 
tion miles ahead of what there existed of any of the nations that 
to-day deem themselves ‘in civilisation’s van. But the politieal 
aspect and all that it involves, if the Reformers had thought 
about it, they must have seen could not be replaced while Jews 
remained scattered in every land. Mur religious mission even 
could be carried on without the Temple and its service, although 
I would observe that alter twenty centuries of our having nominally 
in one form or another carried on that mission, and nearly a century 
of asseveration in regard to it that bas amounted to a creed; there is 
abundant reason for saying that it can in no circumstances become 
as effectual, with the Jewish people a homeless, and wandering folk, 
as it would become under the impulse of a Jewish national 
rebuilding in which being Jewish, Religion would necessarily be 
not only bound up, but a very chief element. 

And so, though the reason for Our mourning may by the march 
of events, and still more the march of tdeas, have altered, we Jews 


have abundant cause for our day of mourning. Really it is far more 


reasonable than the religious causes—the merely religious causes I 
ought’ to say—which influenced the worshippers in the Synagogue 
of my youth. For in the national sorrow which the day of our 
mourning betokens, there is involved our religious sentiment of 
regret that by reason of our world position we are still unable to carry 
along to the full our God-given work for the world or, indeed, 
completely to slake our owao thirst at the wells of the Divine Spirit. 
But in addition we have come: to underst and—and it has been the 
triumph of Zionism to the enhancement and glorification of Judaism 
—that when the Temple fell there crashed something far more sacred 
to the Jew. far holier really, than the stones and mortar that enclosed 
the chief place of worship for the world of Jewry, while it remained, 
The fall of the Temple was the sign and the symbol of our national 
débicle. Tt was the decree which set us exiled among the nations, 
which placed us as at best the mere ivy clinging round the oak that 


suffered us only so long as we clung not too closely mor too exten. 
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sively. The Temple fell, and because of that and in hope of its 
restoration, our people in other dxys mourned, We sorrow on this day 
of mourning, because we were disinherited not so much religiously 
as politically, because we know that until our national being ts 
restored, Temple or no Temple, there can be no peace for Israel and 
that his service to humanity with his Divine Mission he must carry 
on as best he can with the gvves of degradation in the eyes of man- 
kind on his wrists, because he is but a lodger in every land. We 
believe to-day no less surely than did those other Jews in days gone 
by, that our doom will end, that Jehovah will triumph, that His 
people will be free. But we have come to believe that. Messiah is no 
mystic personality; that he is in the heart and soul of every Jew 
whose spirit is Jewish, and who, understanding that the true disaster 
which occurred when Titus overwhelmed our people and destroyed 
the Temple was the downfall of our nationality, is willing to work, 
to strive, to sacrifice himself for its restoration. ) 

Tradition, as is well-known, tells us that the day of our mourn 
ing will be turned into a day for gladness. There is even a legend 
in obedience to that tradition, that the coming of the Messiah 
would be on the Ninth of Ab. And to-day already in our reviving 
Homeland, Jews, as they see the desert blossoming as the rose, and 
realise how the world has called to the Jew to undo the wrong for 
which Tisha b' Ab, though they realised it notin its entirety, has 
stood to all our generations, are inclined to justify that tradition bv 
regarding Tisha b' Ab now as aday for joy rather than for sorrow. It 
is a natural impulse with men and women who see opening around 
them the first fruits of national re-being, who ean perceive upon the 
horizon there in the land they tread, the first gleams of light for our 
people redeemed. But in truth we have a long way to hoe before 
our national débdacle will haye been wiped out. And until it is— 
utterly, surely, humanly speaking for ever—Ttsha b' Ab will remain 
our day of mourning.

Obituary. 


The Late SIR ADOLPH TUCK, 
MEMORIAL SERVICE AT THE CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE. 


A service in memory of the late Sir Adolph Tuck was held on Monday 
at the Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street. There was a very 
large attendance. Among those present were :

The service, which was conducted by the Chief Rabbi of the British 
Empire, the Revs. Michael Adler, D.S.O0., Walter Levin, and A. Stontzker, 
began with the singing of Psalm 121. Mr. S. Alman conducted the choir, 
in consequence of the indisposition of Mr. L. Pestor. Mincha service was 
read, and the Rey. M. Adler recited appropriate Scriptural verses; and 
the Rev. W. Levin read Psalm 15. 

The CHIEF RABBI delivered the following address. He said :

OTD ‘Happy is the man who has been reared in religion, 


and toils in the cause of religion ; who by his life gives joy to his Creator ;

good name. Of him does Solomon say, ‘A good name is better than 
precious ointment ; and the day of death than the day of one’s birth’” 
( Berachoth, 17a). 

“Happy is the man who has been reared in 
religion.” If you would truly understand the great, kindly, and genial 
gentleman, the strong, smeere, and whole-hearted Jew whom we are 
sorrowfully remembering to-day; if you would know the secret of his 
strength and moral influence in life—you must go back to the religious 
training he received in his youth. His father, the iate Raphael Tuck, 
was a descendant of a long line of rabbis, a man deeply versed 
in traditional Jewish lore, a_ retiring scholar whose delight 
was the Law of the Lord, and in His Law did he meditate 
day and night. His mother was the Jewish mother of the old 
school, that wonderful type of Womanhood which the Rabbis had in mind 
when they said INZWN VW INS “A man’s honie is the creation of bis wife.” 
The children of such a pious home see. before them in the life of their 
beloved parents the happiness and blessadness of those who walk not in 
the counsel of the wicked, nor stand in the way of sinners, nor sit in the 
assembly of seoffers. Reverence for religion's highest teachings, and 
life-long obedience to the practical commands and demands of Judaism, 
accompany sach children to the end of theie days. -Adolph Tuck was 
cducated at the Jews’ Free School —another instance of the men of 
sterling character who are the prodacts of Jewish denominational schools. 
Later, he continued his education in Breslau. The Breslau conimunity 
has close.associations with London Jewry. Rabbi Aaron Phoebus: Hart, 
the first Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi.since the re-settlement, and Moses Hart, 
the founder anil builder of the Great Synagogue, were both men of 
Breslau. Moreover, Adalph Tack spent his most impressionable years 
in that community, at a time when an immortal band of saintly scholars — 
Franke] and Bernays, Gractz and Rosin, Freadenthal and Joel, all 
of them connected with the renowned Rabbinical Seminary of Breslau 
—were laying the foundations and building the ramparts of that 
Jewish learning which was to lead to a re-awakening of the Jewish 


consciousness in Western Jewries. No wondcr that having been reared - 


under such Jewish religious influences, our departed brother was destined 
to toil in the cause of religion. At the age of fifteen, he returned to 
London and joined his father’s business. The romantic rise of that 
House is known to all. . By vision and courage, industry and integrity, 
he and his brothers—one of whom is, thank God, still with us, a veritable 
pillar to every good cause—imade their House the leading firm in the 
Empire in an industry of which they were the pioneers. Whatever his 
hand undertook to do, Adolph Tuck did with all his might. In him, we 
can see the cultural value of hard work; uay, of the humdrum drudgery 
of any avocation faithfully discharged. By his secular no less than by 
his religious activities, Adolph Tack was among those of whom we may 
say, TEM mani Mwy “ His life gave joy to his Creator.” His good 
name grew and spread far beyond the borders of the community. And 
no one better deserved the high honour which, in 1910, His Majesty 
delighted to bestow upon him for his services to the land of his 
adeption. Verily, “Seest thou a man diligent in his business? he shall

The same conscientious thoroughness and devotion to duty made . 


him an outstanding personality in the inner life of the community, 
or nearly forty years he was the Warden of the North London Synagogue, 
with which his family was connected from the very beginning ; and later, 
of the Central Synagegue. He was Presilent of the Jewish Blind 
Society; served on the Board of Guardians, the Religious Education 
Board and the AngloJewish Association; and his was the longest term 
of service of any member on the Council of the United Bynagogue. But 
it is with Jews’ College that his name is indissolubly associated in the 
mind of Anglo-Jewry; and it is as champion of the theological Seminary 
of the British Empire that he will go dowa into.

this championship which he continued tirelessly for decades, he was 
undeterred by criticism no matter how long continued, and undismayed 
by opposition, no matter how strong and influential. Truly does the 
poet sing: 
"Tis Will alone that matters, 
Will alone that mars or makes ; 
Will that no distraction scatters, 
And no resistance breaks.” 


With the years, all came to pay their tribute of respect to his consistency 
and his marvellous strength of purpose in this sacred cause. For it was 
not obstinacy or blind fanaticism that inspired his course of action. it 
was wisdom. Many communal! leaders are only barometers, accurately 
recording the prejudices of the hour. They are ready to bow down before 
public opinion and all its idols, whether these be the idots of the market- 
place or ofthe cave. Not «o \dolph Tuck. He had, and he ever preserved, 
his own individual and independent outlook on all communal questions. 
He was not a mere barometer: he was a seismograph—that delicate 
instrument which feels coming earth-tremors and gives infallible warning 
of disaster and of the need of safety against that disaster. He looked into 
the future and he trembled for Anglo-Jewry when once he realised on 
what shifting foundations any religions community is built that neglects 
the theological training of its clergy. Such a community, he clearly saw, 
was blindly marching towards spiritual disintegration. He, therefore, 
proclaimed that. the first care of every religious body should be to secure 
the right recruiting of its clergy, to assure their best training and to pro- 
vide such material did during their student years as shall enable 
them to pursue their preparation for the sacred calling with a 
single mind: The question of the shortage of clergy is, we know, 
a burning one in nearly all religious denominations throughout 
the English-speaking world. Not. so very long ago, the Archbishops 
of the Church of England had a special. committee investigating 
the decline in numbers and quality of candidates for the ministry. 
Among the causes of this decline and shortage, the report of this com- 
mittee enumerates the secularisation-of modern life, the decay of religion 
in the home, intellectual uncertainties and financial difficulties. It was 
then pointed out from an authoritative quarter that the greatest of these 
reasons is the last. Men are willing to face the intellectual upheaval of 
the age and are prepared to make the sacrifice of entering a profession 
in which itis very unlikely that they will ever be anything but poor 
men-—provided oniy that they are helped during the years of their 
training. All the causcs mentioned above operate in our own community, 
augmented, of course, by our own peeuliar complications and shortcomings. 
And with us also; Adolph Tuck the practical idealist saw that the main cause 
for our present faniine of men in the ministry is the financial one. We 
conid within a few years have enough men worthily and adequately te 
fillevery vacant pulpit both at home and overseas, if we hazed sufficient 
bursaries for all the students who are at this moment willing, nay, 
idies with a& view to ministerial service. 

It was his deepest conviction that in this matter of the proper training 
ofthe clergy not only the life but the honour of Anglo-Jewry was at stake. 
Modern Jewry bas contributed more than its proportionate share of men of 
light and leading to politics and industry, literature and art, the higher 
professions and every branch of pure science, from astro-physics to 
zoology. But there are few dcpartments of human endeavour to which 
modern Jewry has contributed fewer men than it has to Jewish learning, 
to the exposition, elucidation and defence of Judaism and Jewish 
Thought. And whatever has been accompthished in this fleld, very little 
of it indeed: has been done by Jews of English birth and training. 
According to Adolph Tuck, the best road for advancing Judaism was to 
advance Jew:sh learning, an to utilise that learning in the interpretation 
and vindication of Judaism. It was his ambition, therefore, so to fortify 
the material position of Jews College, its staff, its stadents, its library, 
as to enable this store-house of the knowledge, memory and wisdom of 
our race to rear for British congregations a sufficient number of efficient 
religious guides of faith and fervour, of learning and eloquence, of 
reverence and power. ‘This was his hope when he became Treasurer of 
Jews’ College in 1902; when he organised his Jubilee Appeal in 
1905: and this remained his dream to the end. On the very 
day.on which he was seized with the illness which was to 
prove fatal, there was to have been an executive meeting at his 
office, in connection with the Seventieth Anniversary Appeal on behalf 
of the College. “It seems a cruel fate,” writes one who had come to 
respect the idealism of the man, “that at the moment when his indomit- 
able defence of Jews’ College through years of diffleulty and depression 
appeared to be on the point of the reward of sucecss, he should have been 
eut off from our midst.” 

To-day is Rosh Chodesh Ab, the first of the Nine Days in the 
Jewish Calendar of special mourning for the Destruction of the 


‘Temple. It is a profound saying of the Rabbis that the passing of a good 


man is as great a calamity to a community as was the Destruction of the 
Temple to the entire nation. Sw yams 
And, indeed, with the passing of Adolph Tuck, a living sanctuary disappears 
from among us; there is now one rallying centre the less for the spiritual 
forces in our midst; while his death on the eve of the Seventieth Anni- 
versary Appeal of his beloved institution is nothing less than a disaster 
to Anglo-Jewry. Ninety years ago, at the death of Lafayette, Heine 
exclaimed: “A man died. The post is vacant.” We, too, can say: “A 
man died ; the post, alas, is vacant, Who will take his place? Who will 
continue his work? Who will bring about the realisation of the royal dream 
of a new and greater Jews’ College to the eternal honour of Anglo-Jewry?” 
Whatever answer the future may have to these questions, nothing that 
we do or fail to do, can detract from the beauty and harmony of the life 
we are commemorating to-day. “ Happy is the man who has been reared 
in religion, and toils in the cause of religion; who by his life 
gives joy to his Creator; who grows in years with a good name, 
and departs this world with a good name.”

Mr. L. G. MONTEFIORE then gave an account of the work done by the 
Ica, in the course of which he said : 

The Association has vradually been taking up again the work of establish- 
ing Jewish farmers in the Argentine. The, hoped in the course of 196 to settle 
something like 200 families in the lea Argentine colonies. The work had to 
roceed slowly on account of natural difficulties of cultivation and ine Xperience. 
Whe religious instruction in the colonlées was being more and more maintained 
by the colonists themselves. Through the efforts of what was in effect a le. al 
Jewish Religious Education Roard, over 3.000 children were receiving religious 
struction. The year had seen a small increase in the number of Jewish 
‘Settlers in Brazil. About 160 people left early in May for Brazil. Thanks 
to Mr. Raffalovich, and these who remembered his aimirablé work in 
Liverpool would not be surprised at this, the Jewish schools in Brazil were 
koing rapully ahead. Up to the 20th June about 120 families had been success. 
fully established in Russia. This new settlement was, of course. an addition to 
the old Ica colonies in Russia, which now contain some 87400 souls. Owbng to 
the financial crisis in Poland, the chief and most urgent need had been the 
oviaten of cheap credit. The American Joint Foundation, whieh miministered 
he combined funds of the Joint Distribution Committee and the Ica for this 
particular purpose, has given 300,000 dollars to the various loan banks. A 
special sum of 10,000 had been set aside for a Jewish Co-operative society, 
Which would serve the needs of Jewish factors aud hestuaiaien. and enable 
them to purchase their materials more cheaply. Conditions in Bessarabia 
had happily improved, and there was every prospect of a good harvest. 

S regards emigration, a United Evacuation Committee. consisting of the 
Emigdirect, the American Emergency Committee and the Ica, had been estab- 
lished last year in Paris to deal particularily with those emigrants or refugees 
detained in European ports on account of the new restriction on entfy into the 
United States. The work had been enormously expensive. They hoped how- 
ever, that by September the great majority of these refugees would have been 
satisfactorily cared for, partiy by establishing them locally where possible, and 


partly by securing them entry to Palestine, Canada, the Argentine and other 
countries.

Mi DEL, the Presid nt. -W the chair. ancl cordially welcomed the 
Visitors fiom abroad w ul come to explain the working oY thei 
organisations. She hoped their American and German sisters would take 
back a meéessade of friendstr mi the kn owledge that in working fer. the 
women and childr nthey working for ine vhole eommunits 

Mre. ABRAM SIMON. the Founder and Past President.of the Federation 
of Synagogue Sisterh America, sahil that the. organisation dealt 
almost entirely relis quesHions and was nota philanthropic body, 
it had been originally ! ied, some years ago, to bring Amerivan Jewish 
women back to the high ideals of their faith, for there had beon a wave 
of decadence, and miny | © were following the line of least resistence, 
thinking that in sabseribi to charity, they were fulfilling ther whole 
duty. The Sisterhoods were trying to bring the best out of Jewish 


womanhood, to deepenticir religious feelings and to makethem realise 
that it was the apirit, not the letter of the law that was important. Only 
by education co id we attain real Spiritual truth, and the woman in the 
home was a most potent fa rin helping the Rabbi in the syvnaeegue to 
instil the essence of Judaisin and the simple life. They did not want to say 
“Back to the Synagogic bat Forward to the Synagogue: they looked 
forward t »the tim: waen Jewish womanhocd of America and Fy “and 
would be united for the turtherance of their ideals. 

Mrs. FREIBURG, President of the Federation of Sisterhec ds, pave a 
more detailed account of the work. She said that Mis. Simeon had 
organised the Federation thirteen years ago. Starting with forty cight 
Sisterhoods, it now num>>red 521, and re presente d some €0.10) women. 
The Sisterhools org anis propaganda, Students" Care Committees 
occupied with the religious, social and moral welfare of students in all 
the colleges, and all mitiers affecting questions of religion. An import: nt 
aspect of their work was the provision of scholarships at the Hebrew 
Union College for young m>n entering the ministry. 

Mrs. OLLENDORE, President of the German /udische Fraucn>dund spoke 
of the great difficulties Jewish organisations had had to contend with 
since the war, as it was very difftcult to keep them non-political in 
character. Her society was attemp\'ng to better the social and particu 
larly the moral standard of the Jews. The influx of Jews from Hastern 
Europe since the end of the war hai tended to lower standards of educa- 
tion. living, etc., while it might have helped traditionalism. 7 We wen had 
equal voting rights with men on Boards: and her organisation published 
a monthly paper. It was secking to re-introduce ideals of purity and 
clean living among Jewish women particularly, and to counteract 
the insidious “superman” theories popularised by Ibsen (sic) and 
Nietzsche. 

Mrs. EICHHOLZ, in thanking the visitors for their inspiring addresses, 
said that in England a marked degree of co-operation between men and 
women had been attained. The Union very much wanted to gee the 
introduction of confirmation for girls in the orthodox community, as it 
gave a greater idea of responsibility and was a powerful factor in religious 
life, 
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JEWS’ COLLEGE STUDENTS’ PROTEST. 


From Mr. I. ABRAMOVITCH (Chairman, Jews’ College Union Society), 
and Messrs. J. WEINTROBE and S. AMIAS (Ion. Svecs.). 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—On behalf of the students of Jews’ College we beg to protest 
most emphatically agatnst the uncallod for and undeserved slur cast upon 
us. by “* Benammi"’ in your issne of 25th ult. 

After speaking in glowing terms of the. bonefits to be reaped by 
the students when a new tutor will be appointed, he proceeds to show 
how sadly incomplete, in his opinion, is our present training. 

He declares that the students may jastly claim to be steeped in the 
subjects they have studied, but that they evidently do not know what to 
do with this raw material. We know much, but we are singularly 
incapable of interpreting what we kaow, and have yet.to be taught, 
breadth of vision.”’ 

While ignoring the “‘ Maggidish” story with whick he spices his 
accusations, we should like to point ont that in his anxiety to have the 
Vision of others broadened, “Benammi” has been essentially blind in 
overlooking an elementary principle of criticism, which is to acquire 
authoritative data before venturing to criticise. 

We should like to know how many of the present students of the 
College “ Benammi”™” knows intimately, and to how many he has ever 
spoken. We have yet to learn that “ Denammi” has visited the Coliege 
and seen us ‘at our work. We are reproached insomuch that, judging by 
our efforts, we lack the ability of applying our knowledge. We should 
really deem it a kindness on the part of your contributor if he would tell 
us how many of the present students he has heard preach or teach. 

If he has relied on hearsay. we are sure that, as a scholar, he will 
appreciate the value, and even necessity, of proving the authenticity of 
his sources... But not content with giving his views concerning the 
students, “ Benammi” thinks ib proper to deal with the problem of the 
staff and to inform his readers of various criticisms levelled against them. 
His own judgment halts amiably between two opinions: “There is 
possibly in these (critici¢ms) a little truth and a little error,” he tells us 
judiciously. | 

We are well aware that our Professors are quite able to defend them- 
selvesifneed be. But we feel it our duty to say that men who can inspire 
their disciples with reverence and love for them, deserve to be spoken of 
less flippantly and wit! more respect and consideration. It is obvious 
that “ Benammi"™ does not know the work that the Professors are doing 
for the community at Jews’ College. 

“ Benammi”™ may have been inspiret by good intentions in writing 
his article, but it is just such g>od intentions Which have strewn. thre way

Seasonable Recipe 


Blanquette de Veau. 


Breast of veal, 2 Ibs. 

One medium-sized carrot. 

One onion. 

Two cloves. 

Bunch of herbs (parsley, thyme, 
bay leaf, aad tarragon). 


Mushreom ketchup, 1 teaspoonful. 
Flour, 14 ozs. 
Margarine, 14 ozs. 
Salt and pepper. 
Lemon juice, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Yolks of two eggs. 

CUT the veal into neat squares; put in a saucepan, cover with water, 
and bring slowly to the boil. Then add the earrot scraped and cnt up, 
and the onion peeled and stuck with the cloves, also the bunch. of. herbs 


and salt and pepper. Simmer very gently for one and a half hours. 


Take the veal from the liquor, and keep it hot. Melt the.margarine 
in & saucepan, stir in the flour, and then gradually add a pint of the 
liquor in which the veal was cooked. Stir until it boils, and simmer for 
a few minutes. Remove from the fire, and when slightly cooled beat up 
the egg yolks lightly, and stir them in. Then add the mushroom ketchup 
and lemon juice, pour over the meat, and make thoroughly hot without 
boiling. Turn into a hot entrée dish, and sprinkle a little chopped 
parsley over. 


Gooseberry Charlotte. 
Gooseberries, 1 lb. sponge cake. 
Granniated sugar, 6 ozs. 

TOP and tail the goosebesrics, and stew them with the sugar and 
very little water until they are soft; then rub through a sieve. Line a 
basin with thin slices of sponge cake, pour in the gooseberry puree, and 
cover with sliced sponge’ cake. Put a plate on top with a weight on it, 
and leave for a few hours. 


Bean and Cauliflower Salad. 


Ome cooked can/iflower. Vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls, 
Cooked beans, 4 Ib of an eyvg. 


Two hard-boiled éeyys. 


Salil and pepper. 
Salad 2 tablespoontuls. 


Mix the oil and vinegar together; add the salt and pepper. Pour 
half this dressing over the caulitlower, which should be broken into 
sprigs. Beat up the yolk of egy, then gradually add the rest of the 
dressing, and pour over the beans. 


Heap up the cauliflower in the centre of the bowl, put the dressed

Three 
Grated cheese, | tablespoonful. 
Butter, 4 oz. 


(Cooked green peas, 1 teacupful. 
Salt and pepper. 


BEAT up the eggs; add the cheese, and salt and pepper to taste. 
Melt the butter in an omelette pan, and when quite hot pour in the egg 
mixture. Add the peas a few at a time. Cook for a few minutes, then 
fold over and turn on to a hot dish. 


The Other Side. 


TESTATOR BARS JEWISH MARRIAGE. 


The question of restrictive clauses in the wills of Jews whereby 
children are barred from marrying outside the Community on pain of 
disinheritance has been long debated (says the JEWISH WORLD editorially). 
Ihave always held the opinion that a man is entitled (within the law) 
to do what he wishes with his Own, and if he felt an objection to, say, 
Macaulay's red-haired people benefiting from his money, he would have 
a perfect right to take measures for preventing such a possibility. 
Whether his prejudice should be admired is, of course, altogether another 
matter. Apart from that, however, a man with keen Jewish feeling will 
naturally desire, so far as he can, to prevent his children from marrying 
others than Jews. Now the question arises in an altogether different 
form, although, I suppose, amounting to much the same thing. Professor 
Barsony, the famous medical man of Budapest, left his fortune to his 
daughter on condition that “‘ she chooses a husband who is not of Jewish 
birth, and whose ancestry to the remotest generations is free from any 
mixture of Jewish blood.”

CCCXLIX.—Communal Mourning. 


MY DEAR COUSIN, | 

Thinking about next Tuesday, I was reminded of the old Jewish 
custom of visiting a cemetery on Tisha Jie’ Ab. I believe tradition even 
goes so far as to assert that if no Jewish cemetery is available, the visit 
should be paid to a Gentile cemetery. 

Who can correetly analyse the motives for visiting cemeteries? It 
may be love, fear, family pride, historic consciousness, the desire to be 
mournful, the longing to probe into the mysterious. Some people go with 
a zest; others go very unwillingly. To the philosopher a cemetery is a 
reminder of the vanity of humanity; but even the plain man may realise 
in a cemetery that beyond private and personal mourning there is the 
mourning of a community. A private individual mourns when Death 
removes one that is near and dear; a community should mourn on set 
occasions. 


I was always greatly attracted by the custom of the Positivists, so 


charmingly described by the late Frederic Harrison in one of his books, 


of setting aside a day in the calendar for commemorating the Great Dead. 
Say what you will, History is shaped by personality ; the great men and 
women of the race have made our civilisation what itis. On the Day of 
the Great Dead, the Positivists recall Plato no less than Moses, Aristotle 
as Well as Amos, Goethe together with Spinoza. On the one hand great 
men desefve to be honoured ; do not we Jews say, “ The memory of the 
Righteous is for a blessing”? On the other, such commemoration is 
educative and inspiring for those who are alive to-day. 
wished that Jews in their public religious exercises had made provision 
for such commemoration. I.do not forget, of course, that on the Day of 
Atonement (and on other solemn assemblies) “memorial prayers” are 
read and strings of names recited. But this is merely a species of private 
mourning, carried out_co-operatively. Those congregants who wish it 
have the names of their dead relations publicly recorded. Nor do I forget 
that this ceremonial is preceded by the recitation of a list of the names 
of Rabbis who have served the community. Will anyone assert that the 
“ Mazkir” on Kippur Day is not extremely dull? Will anyone gainsay 
the opinion that it serves but little purpose ; and that the congregation by 
their restlessness and the Reader by his gabbling show plainly that 
they are bored ? 

It is not of such ceremonies that I am thinking. I should like to see 
some means provided for stirring the soul, placing on record the achieve- 
ments of great men and women, and educating the historic consciousness. 
The Day of Atonement might well serve for the purpose, or Tisha Be’ Ab. 
To recall the Great Dead would be time well spent, and the participation 
in public mourning would undoubtedly add to the religious experience of 
all who assisted. 

The Anglo-Jewish community would have cause enough for public 
mourning of this kind. Grave have been its losses of late: it has been 
cruelly stricken. Ido not refer to the loss of such men as Sir Adolph 
Tuck, Sir Stuart Samuel, or Albert Woolf—to name but a few that come 
easily to the mind. In each case here, the harvest was but ingathered. 
These lived the normal human span ; for these normal mourning, perhaps 
closely akin to farewell, suffices. But there have been others, cut off in 
their prime, gone to their eternal rest before the accomplishment of their 
life’s work. Who cannot recall such men and women from their own 
knowledge” A _ previous generation would have named a Laurence 
Simmons or @ Barrow Belisha: the one composite of knowledge and 
gentleness ; the other a dynamic personality filed with that spirit which 
must have moved the ancient prophets. Our own generation is no less 
bereaved. Wecan recall at least four men for whom communal mourning 
would be meet. 

Samuel Emanuel is the first. He served the community with a 
perfect heart. He was no hunter after office, no lover of glory he. He 
served from a sense of duty, never thinking of himself or of the lime- 
light. There are those in our midst, public workers of a kind, who 
certainly contribute of their time and their thought to the public needs 
of the community. But it is so palpable, in their case, how self-seeking 
they are, how anxious to be in the public ken. They are small minded 
and petty souled. The difference between Samuel Emanuel and these is 
the difference between fine silk and coarse home-spun. Emanuel not only 
did the work, he also dignified it. Who that knew him as Treasurer of 
the United Synagogue can forget his earnestness and his sweet reasonable. 
hess? “ He is a gentleman,” men would say. He always put his point to 
convince you and win you at the same time. All his soul was in his voice 
as he spoke, and as you listened you felt the strength of the man. 

Then there was Israel Abrahams. Like Isaiah, his lips must have been 
touched by a live coal from off the altar. Severe critics may have said 
that he was no scholar. Little did these critics realise that he was much 

e: he was a genial interpreter. But he was a scholar too —not the 
schM@lar dry-as-dust, but the scholar-artist. All men who achieve must 
have the artist's mentality. Israel Abrahams had it. Only the other day 
I was dipping once more into his “Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” and 
found the same pleasure as of old. In this book Abrahams built on 
Gidemann, and made it plain that he did; but you need only compare 
the German and the English works to realise who was the greater artist. 
Like Emanuel, Abrahams neverthought of self. He gave himself lavishly, 
whether it was to students in London or Cambridge, whom he never tired of 
assisting ; or at the meetings of the Council of the Jewish Historical 
Society, where often énough he was the soul of the gathering. Like 
all “ prophetic " natures he was full of enthusiasm, and he managed to 
make the enthusiasm contagious. In religion he was officially a 
“ Liberal” ; it is idle to speculate, as some do to-day, what his position 
would have been but for his friendship with Mr. Claude Montefiore. 
Suffice it that Israel Abrahams was a Jew who cared for and cultivated

country. 


He was popular in the United States no less than in this 
How he could charm! How he could lose his temper! But if 
he lost his temper, he sent you a note the next morning which made you 
say, in Tennyson's phrase : “ Blessings on that falling out, for we kissed 
again in tears.” In him Anglo-Jewry had its University—no small thing; 
for Anglo-.Jewry needs in large measure the University spirit if it is not 
to be crushed by the ranters, the time-servers, the self-seekers, and those 
of whom Schechter once said: “ Lord, forgive them, for they know 
nothing.”’ 

‘The third whom I recallis Henry Henriques. He, too, was cut off 
before his work was done ; he, too, deserved well of the community. It 
was some little time before his essentially Jewish heart was discovered. 
That was not his fault, but the fault of those who could not see it. 
Eventually, even his wildest opponents were convinced and silenced, 
His appeal to the present Home Secretary on behalf of the aliens will not 
easily be forgotten by those who heard it. It was Jewish in sentiment 
and noble in phrase. In communal activity his interests were mainly 
threefold. The lawyer and man of affairs in him were seen to advantage 
at the Board of Deputies: the seholar of Worcester College shone at the 
Jewish Historical Society of England; and the Conservative Reformer 
left his mark on the Upper Berkeley Street Congregation. He may have 
been short-tempered at times; but you felt that he knew his mind. 
Hiow few of our so-called “Communal Leaders” know their minds! How 


many are swayed hither and thither by all the winds that blow! With 
Henriques you knew wher you were. But though he had his prejudices, 


he was ever willing to learn, ready to cast them off, ready to appeal from 
the Pope uninformed to the Pope properly briefed. Whatever his hand 
found to do, he did without any thought of reward. Like all great 
men, he was content to serve the community: “Give him the glory of 
going on 

The fourth and last whom I recall was beloved of God and man: 
Fred Spiers. He, to in the spirit of the Psalmist he cherished: 
“Whom have I in heaven but Thee, and on earth who is there beside 
Thee?” Those are rare personalities who are able to cultivate every side 
of their soul with mapifest-enjoyment. Fred Spiers was of this company ; 
his soul was like a neatly set garden wherein grew all manner of spices— 
literature, natural science, religion. It is said that 
children know instinctively who is sweet-souled and whois not. If any: 
one has in his nfemory a picture of children in the society of Fred Spiers, 
he will easily know what manner of man he was. With children he was 
a child ; with experienced scientists, he was a serious seeker after natural 
laws: ip the presence of great Rabbis he was a humble student of the 
Talmud. He took the Midrash to synagogue with him on the Sabbath 
Day; with as much pleasure he read on the morrow Frazer on the Folk- 
lore of the Old Testament. Both from the general and from the specific. 
ally Jewish view-point, he was eminently cultured. It was because he 
desired others to be cultured that he served the community so well. He 
did not use the Torah as a spade to dig with. 
He stood out as the most unselfish of men. He loved nature, he loved 
man, he loved God. He loved peace, being of the disciples of Aaron; he 
He had the heart of a child, the knowledge of a scholar, 
the wisdom of a saint. His criticism of an opponent was delivered so 
deticately as to become a work of art. Noble the man was, noble his life, 
noble his~work for the community. His very existence was part of the 
f Anglo Jewry. Now that he is gone, he has left a

Is it serving the best interests of 
our common Judaism to stir up religious hatred, to hold up Jew Ww the 
reprobation of Jew” Years hence, when we of this generation are sleeping 
the everlasting sleep, will it matter much what particular type of 
Synagogue we attended, or to which congregation we subscribed ? There 
are Idealists in every camp; there are Jews in every sphere. Fred 
Spiers and Israe! Abrahams, Samuel Emanuel and Henry Henriques: 
their memory is for a blessing, and their lives an inspiration to those of 
as who are left behind.

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“AN EVAPORATED EFFORT.” 


From Dr. D. JOCHELMAN (Chairman of the Federation of Relief 


Organisations of Great Britain). 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir.—Your criticism in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, in the course of a 
leading note entitled ‘An Evaporated Effort,” concerning the inactivity 
of the Organisation of which I have the honour to be the Chairman, is 
very painful to me for two reasons. First, because you have always been 
a Warm supporter and friend of the predecessor of the Federation (I am 
speaking of the Federation of Ukrainian Jews). Secondly, because —well, 
I must confess—your criticism, generally speaking, is absoiutely justified. 
At least, on the face of what happened. The question merely is this: Is 
the Federation to be blamed for the apparent paralysis which has crept 


into its work. or someone else? Or was it due to a whole chain of 


circumstances over which neither the Federation nor anyone else had 
any control? Let us examine what actually happened. 
The Federation of Ukrainian Jews, which has for over six years been 


- busy extinguishing the fires lit by the Petluras and Denikins in the Ukraine, 


in the face of the economic catastrophe, which befell Polish Jewry, 
decided to take steps to come to their reseue. The Federation took the 
initiative, not because it wanted to do this new Work, but, seeing itself 
counpelled to do so, in view of the lethargic attitude of the Anglo-Jewish 
community towards the fate of their three million Polish brethren. 

In taking this step, the Federation was conscious that, owing to-the 
tremendous extent of the catastrophe, it would not be able to cope with 
this work alone, and that the co-operation of more and stronger organisa 
tions was necessary to meet this emergency. The role of the Federation 
has, therefore, to be confined to trying to induce the proper Jewish public 
bodies to take this difficult task upon themselves, or, at least, to associate 
themselves with the Federation in this new work. | Two public bodies 
came into consideration: the Deputies of British Jews and the War 
Victims’ Fund. From the former we wanted moral support. Several 
members of the Federation's Executive, including two Vice-Chairmen, 
Dr. 5. Daiches and Mr. Morris Myer, Mr. N. Lazarus and myself, appealed 
to the Board during several consecutive meetings for this support. Our 
appeal was successful. The Board delegated members of the Executive 
to the Conference, thus strengthening the moral authority of the latter. 
But this was all the Board of Deputies did or could contribute to the 
undertaking. The Board refused, and quite rightly, to issue an appeal 
for collections. In these circumstances, the only body which could issue 
an appeal with success was the War Victims’ Fund, a body which 
counts amongst its members the wealthiest and most influential Jews 
in the British Isles, and which has for the last ten years 
or so collected in Great Britain and distributed in Eastern 
Europe something like £600,000 (compared with the Federation's 
£200,000), The Federation, therefore, started an untiring campaign with 
the purpose of influencing the War Victims’ Fund: to participate in this 
work. Asis to be seen from your leader, several: members of the War 
Victims’ Fund, including the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Charles Sebag Monte 
flore, accepted the invitation of the Federation and have taken an active 
part in the proceedings of,the Conference. It was also with the assistancs 
of Mr. E. Schiff, that the Conference passed a resolution to ask the War 
Victims’ Fund to send immediately to Poland a few thousayd pounds 
which were still in the possession of the Fand. In this, we were also 
Successful. Already a few daya after the Conference, £5,000 was sent 
by the War Victims’ Fund to Poland. The Federation, however, continued 
its efforts in this direction. Without mentioning details, it will suffice to 
say that the Federation and the War Victims’ Fund each appointed a sub. 


_ committee to work out a plan for an appeal te be issued jointly by both 


committees. These sub-committees met on April 28th and worked out a 
draft agreement, subject to ratification by both committees. A draft of 
this proposed agreement was sent to the Federation by Mr. Sebag Monte. 
flore. The Executive of the Federation met immediately and ratified 
the agreement. As to the War Victims’ Fund, fate so ordered it, that 
before a meeting could take plave, the General Strike broke out, and asa 
result, the Federation received a letter from Mr. Charles Sebag Montefiore, 
Saying : 

In consequeiice Of the Strike conditions, the War Victims’ Fand’s meeting 
has been postponed from Monday next until more settled conditions ensue. 

Soon after the Strike was over, the Federation wrote on May 17th to 
Mr. Montefiore asking him to call a meeting to consider the joint appeal 
as drawn up by the two sub-committees. The situation in Poland, the 
letter went on, at present is such thaf no time should be lost in launching 
the proposed appeal forfunds. 

On May 26th, the Secretary of the Federation, Mr. Kaizer, wrote 
again : 

[am directed by my Committee again to ask that you should be kind enough 
to let us know when the meeting of your Executive Committee will be held, to 
consider the proposal for our joint appeal. The situation in Poland is becoming 
worse from day to day. 

On the 27th, the following reply came from Mr. Montefiore : 


No meeting has up to now been called of my Committee, as they did not 
think that while the Coal Strike continues, it was a fitting time to send money 
out of the country. I was, however, in communication with the Chairman 
yesterday as to whether I was to be instructed to call a meeting, 


The last letter from Mr. Montefiore is dated June &th, enclosing a 
resolution passed by the War Victims’ Fund in the following words: 


In view of the present economic conditions prevailing in this country, the 
War Victims’ Fund, though in full sympathy with the object of an appeal, deem 
it impracticable to give effect at the moment to a basis of agreement between 
the Federation and the War Victims’ Fand, and launch at the present juncture 
a special appeal for the relief of Jewish distress in Poland. Having regard to the 
commitment of the Federation, the War Victims’ Fund acknowledges that that 
body is perfectly free to continue its efforts to collect funds. The Honorary 
Officers are requested to call a meeting to re-consider the position when they 
think it desirable or when the conditions are more favourable. 


You, Sir, and your readers will agree that in the circumstances the 
Federation was in honour bound not to issue an appeal in their own name 
while the negotiations with the War Victims’ Fund were still proceeding, 


Moreover, it is my personal conviction that the measure of the success of 
the appeal will depend upon the action being taken jointly by the two 
Organisations, and that the Federation should therefore refrain from 
making a separate appeal even now, as long as the War Victims Fund 
holds out the prospect of © re-considering the position when the conditions 
are more favourable,” and should take separate action only if this hope 
should prove illusory. 

So much as regards the big issue, that is, the launching of a publi 
appeal, 

But surely one may ask, apart from this, has the Federation been 
doing the preparato. , work, has it displayed any marked activity during 
these two months of lethargy? My reply is: Though with every step 
the Federation took it was compelled to extreme cautiousness, lest it 
might interfere with the pending issue of the joint appeal, the Federation 
of Ukrainian Jews, always known for its energy and activity, has never 
been so energetic and active as just @uring this period. The fact is that 
in spite of economic difficulties prevailing in this country, we have 
continued our work although unostentatiously. 7 

You want to know what we have done since the date of the Con- 
ference? The Federation has made itself responsible for the distribution 
in grants of a sum of £2,098 lls. 9d. This sum has gone to Poland, 
Ukraine and other countries. It may also be justly claimed that as a 
result of the Conference, the Jewish War Victims’ Fund was induced to 
send to Poland the £5,000 as already mentioned. During the period in 
question, not less than twenty-three meetings of the Executive, the 
Council, and of the different sub-committees and branches of the Federa- 
tion, have taken place. including some daring the General Strike, to which 
certain members were compelled to walk distances of several miles. We 
are successfully continuing the work of strengthening the Organisation. 
A representative of the Federation has visited as many as twenty towns, 
and in some of then new committees have been formed. Successful con- 
ferences and public mectings were held at Liverpool, Manchester, Leeds 
and London, addressed by the honorary officers of the Federation. Many 
communities are regularly collecting among their members in London and 
the provinces, several functions have been arranged, and the work of the 
Organisation Is progressing. 

Now, my task is to reply to your question: is the economic position 
of the Jews in Poland deplorable? 1 reply: Yes, it is bad beyond words, 
even now, after the Pilsudski revolution, which seems to have, to a certain 
extent, improved the political outlook. But the economic position of the 
Jews in Poland is worse to-day than it was two months ago. Only to 
mention a few examples: la Ledz alone there are 20,000 Jewish workmen 
unemployed. The local Relief Committee cannot deal with the huge 
number of applicants who need relief, The number of children abandoned 
by their mothers grows from day to day. The number of applicants for 
free meals in Warsaw is also steadily increasing. The most popular 
Jewish hospital in Vilna, Mishmeroth Cholim, is on the eve of closing 
down owing to absence 
co-operative banks in Poland held last week in Warsaw, says in its 
statement, that the economic catastrophe in Poland has reached its climax. 

To the second question: “ Why Polish Jewry, so far as British Jewry 
is concerned, is left to its fate without moving a little finger,” the facts 
given by me above will, I hope, supply the answer. These facts I have 
put before you without any comment, not having the least desire either 
to blame or praise anyone. 

On the assumption that my reply might clear the air and explain the 
whole situation, I take this opportunity of appealing to you sir, and 
through your valuable organ, to your readers, to help the Federation 
with your advic ind) 6assistance to the too much delayed appeal, 


when it is launched, a success. This delay, as we have seen, was . 


explained to us as being caused by strikes in this country, but the Jewish 


tragedies in the  kraine and Poland are, unfortunately, not on strike.--

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Zion apreadeth forth her hands.” 

“ None comfort her.’-—Lamentations i., 17. 

The observance of the Fast of Ab and the preceding three weeks is 
perhaps worthy of study as an expression of a somewhat unusual trend of 
thought. Other religious bodies have their periods of solemn or sorrowfu| 
occasions in remembrance of events connected with the life-stories of 
their heroes or founders. The Jewish calendar is singularly free from 
these personal celebrations. Did it indulge in them, the year would be 
all too short to hold the days of Jewish saints and martyrs. But in 
Judaism the individual is merged into the community. His virtues have 
gone to make up the national character. His vices have dimmed the 
lustre of his people’s reputation. The hero of Judaism is the 
Jewish people. There are very few of our religious celebrations 
that can be divorced from the historical traditions, with which they have 
been associated for so many generations. On Tisha 6'Ab the national 
and religious elements are closely intermingled. . Viewed from the 
national standpoint, it is very remarkable that, yar by year, for nearly 
two thousand years, the Jews should have set apart a period in remem. 
brance of the downfall of their State, and the humiliation of their people. 
That the sorrows of a beloved Jerusalem should still bring tears to Jewish 
eyes, that knew nothing of its glory and had no participation in its downfall, 
speaks cornvincingly of the depth and continuity of Israel's historical 
traditions. Yearly have her sons sat upon the ground in sackcloth and 
ashes mourning for Zion, that “ perfection of beauty, that joy of all the 
earth.” ‘For now she sitteth solitary, as a widow ; she weepeth sore in 
the night, and her tears are on her cheeks. Among all her lovers she 
hath none to comfort her.’’ But her children have not forgotten. They 
also weep, that peradventure she may one day smile again, and renew 
her days as of old. It is also true that the experience of Israel! in exile 
has gone far to perpetuate the memory of the sad events that terminated 
their national existence. The destruction of the Temple so long ago, the 
agonies of savage warfare, the deprivations of the besieged, that Jeremiah 
so vividly portrays, these were but forerunners of centuries of persecution 
and degradation, of agony and martyrdom, endured since those days by 
the Jewish people. Not only has * Judah gone into captivity, she dwells 
among the heathen, she findeth no rest. So had the Lawgiver foretold 
in ancient years. Among these nations thou shalt find no ease, neither 
shall the sole of thy foot have rest, but the Lord shall give thee there a 
trembling heart, and failing eyes and sorrow of mind.” (Deut. xxix, 65). 
The galuth was a very real terror to thousands of our ancestors. It is 
not even now, alas! a less real horror to thousands of our people, to 
whom it means, even to-day, suffering without ceasing and humiliation 
beyond words. That we in happier lands forget or heed not the bitter 
cry of our brethren in other lands.is not only to add to their cup of 
sorrow. It is to be false to that ancient protest: “If I forget thee, O 
Jerusalem—” 

But Tisha b'Ab strikes a deeper note than that of a patriotism that 
has stood the test of centuries, or a sympathy that includes in one bond 
of good or evil fortune its brethren the world over. The day stands 
firstly to bear witness to the truth of Jewish prophecy. It is a 
lasting testimony to the fulfilment of the burden of the seers of 
Israel. It recalls again the principles that underlay the call 
to existence of the Jewish people, the neglect of which 
was the cause of their downfall and their misfortunes. None of the 
humiliation that our enemies have heaped upon us, none of the insults 
they have hurled against us are as bitter as the humiliation of the day 
itself, and the lamentations of its religious exercises. For we confess 
ourselves a people who have fallen from our high ideals, a nation who, 
consecrate to great purposes, have sunk far beneath the standards that 
have been set for us. We do not rail at fate as the author of our 
We acknowledge them as God's righteous 
judgment on our fathers’ sins. Nor do we feel that the long delayed 
redemption can be ours till we have recovered something of the spirit 
that once bound us to our God, as a holy people on holy soil, Herein lies 
the spiritual value of the day. Grief and sorrow have no virtue in them. 
selves. Humiliation may be but an exaggerated form of self-righteousness. 
The ¥Yalue of sorrow depends on the nature of the person on whom it falls. 
The fire that will consume the straw will soften iron or harden clay. Its 
effects are determined by the object with which it comes into contact. 
The warmth that developes the energies of life will help the progress of 
decay. It expands the leaf, it matures the fruit, it adds vigour to vegeta- 
tion. But it assists with tenfold rapidity the processes of dissolution. So 
too with sorrow. There are spirits in whom it develops the growing 
capacities of the human soul, who, passing through the valley of weeping, 
turn it into a fountain of life. There are others in whom grief and disap- 
pointment hasten the consummation of irreparable decay. If, deprived of 
the blessings to which we have been accustomed, we count ourselves 
hardly treated, defrauded of our rights, the bitterness of discontent may 
make our grief a danger to ourselves and to others. At every step 
along life's path, something must be mourned which never can come 
back. It depends upon ourselves whether our sorrow shall harden our 
hearts or make them more receptive of the gentler purposes of life's 
experiences. So may God's rain, no less than His sunshine, do its 
appointed task. And what is true of individual lives, is true of the rela- 
tionship between Israel and his God. In the very expression of our 
national sorrow and humiliation we may find reason for new‘thopes. Inthe 
correct diagnosis of national sickness we may lay the foundations of new 
national health. “We have transgressed and have rebelled. Thou hast 


not pardoned. But bring us back to Thee, O Lord and we will return. 
Renew our days as of old.”

SATURDAY. 

Saturday's proceedings began at eight o'clock, before the expiration 
of the Sabbath, and in accordance with the invariable practice of THE J EWISH 
CHRONICLE, no representative was present to report. For the following 
account of that day's proceedings, therefore, we are indebted to the “ Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency.” 

MR. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE’S OPENING ADDRESS. 

Mr. CLavpe G. Monrertore, the President of the Jewish Religious Union, 
in opening the conference said that it was a great honour as well as a pleasure 
to have the privilege to welcome that historic conference. hey were proud 
that this conference should be held in England in their new synagogue, not 
hecanse of their merits. but because London was a. convenient half-way 
house between East and West. The first idea of an International Liberal 
Conference, Mr. Montefiore went on, had occurred to the leaders of American 
and German “ Liberal” Jews in 1913. The war broke out, and all such 
‘nternational meetings had to be abandoned. It was not he who had devised 
the plan and brought it to fruition, The achievement was due entirely to

the foundress of the Jewish Religious Union, Miss Lily H. Montagu, whose 
ureat enthusiasm and indomitable courage had triumphed over all difficulties. 
The conference could not fail to be of great value because of the mere fact 
that so many distinguished representatives from so many countries had 
come to discuss their problems, He would like specially to mention Dr. 
Klbowen, Professor at the Berlin Institute of Jewish Studies, whom it was a 
proud thing to have with them. He would also like to mention the late Dr. 
Israel Abrahams, a great friend of his, who, had he lived, would have rejoiced 
at this conference. It was a great advantage, Mr. Montefiore proceeded, to 
meet there and to tell all about the progress and the difficulties of the different 
forms of * Liberal’ Judaism in different countries. The conference was an 
imposing demonstration of the strength and vitality of “ Liberal” Judaism. 
It was intended to strengthen the movement, and it was not meant in any 
sense to be provocative. Just because they believed that the future of 
Judaism depended on “ Liberal” Judaism, and that the fortunes of Judaism 
were most closely identitied with “ Liberal’ Judaism, their humility ought 
to become more profound. Progressive or “ Liberal” Judaism assumed 
different aspects in different countries, the result of which was that the 
external showed a vast variety in these different countries. But outward 
differences were of secondary importance, for they had as their foundation 
the very soul of Judaism, and they had behind them common ideals and « 
common spirit. They believed in the principles of continuous revelation «+ 
applied to modern conditions and in the willing adaptation of ancient prac- 
tices to modern life and present-day requirements. Mr. Montefiore expresse:! 
his view that it would be best of all to avoid all allusions to Jewish nationalism 
and to Zionism, about which there was a great difference of opinion amon 
them, to some “ Liberalism’ meaning something distinetly opposite t: 
Zionism, and to others something which was in close combination with it 
He hoped that this conference would be the first of a series of other conference 
of “ Liberal” Jews from all parts of the world-held in different countries. 
and that it would link up all Jewish communities into one union of a deliber 


ative kind, which would make them realise their loyalty and allegiance to 
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their common cause. He also hoped that it would help to develop “ Liberal’ 
Judaism in countries where the movement was weak or non-existent. 


RABBI Dr. SELIGMANN., 


Rabbi Dr. SELIGMANN, President of the Union of Liberal Rabbis in 
Germany, said that London as the place of their conference was not merely 
convenient for the delegates from the East and West to meet, it was chiefly 
because they had the opportunity of paying homage to Mr. Montefiore that 
it was appropriate. He hoped that the conference would bring about lasting 
union of all ‘* Liberal’ Jews. The very fact of their meeting was a proof of 
their strength and their will to live. The German Rabbis expected as a result 
of this conference the announcement of a new spiritual consciousness of 
unity, the creation of a great common platform of Liberal ’’ Judaism, 
notwithstanding their individual idiosyncrasies in respective communities. 
The basis of the “ Liberal”? Jewish modVement, Dr. Seligman went on, was 
the belief in the unbroken continuity of and in the adaptation of the historic 
forms of Judaism, The mere theoretical confession of the belief in one God 
was not sufficient. Something must be evolved which should come as the 
expression of their own faith, not merely the negation of orthodoxy. The 
question which they had to put to themselves was not, Were they still Jews * 
but, Were they Jews already ? In face of all the sins of which they had been 
accused by the Orthodox, did they feel humbled or repentant ? They believed 
in the continuation of God’s revelations, they believed in God as the breath 
of their soul. What God did was well done. They were seekers of God in 
the sense that the psalmists and the prophets were. They endeavoured to 
discover God once again for this world which had become estranged from 
God. - With the belief in Monotheism their religion was not fulfilled. They 
were a community bound together by history. They were bearers of a religion

which was moulded in a classic form. They were the owners and the guardians 
of an ancient, distinctive religion which had preserved them. ‘ Liberal ”’ 
Judaism would bring about a powerful renaissance of Jewry similar to the 
renaissance under the leadership of Ezra and Nehemia. 


RABBI LOUIS WOLSEY. 


Rabbi Louts Wonsey, President. of the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, welcomed the conference on behalf of the American Rabbis. He 
thanked especially Mr. Montefiore, who had for so many years been devoted 
to their cause and had given it so much scholarship and self-sacrifice. He 
expressed his firm conviction that the conference would serve the promotion 
of the spiritual health of Judaism. The Central Conference of American 
Rabbis always believed that Jewish life was normal and self-fulfilling. It 
emphasised the particularistic and not the customary side of Jewish life, it 
believed in God and not in Ghettocs. Progressive Judaism must follow up 
the prophetic word to its logical conclusions. ** Liberal” Judaism in America 
laid stress on the mobile democratic form of Jewish thought. In Judaism 
ceremonials were never final or sacramental. 


SUNDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


At Sunday morning's session, Rabbi Dr. ABRAM Simon presided. He 
said that it was their duty to keep Liberalism in a constant state of repair. 
Only Orthodoxy could afford to be cocksure. Judaism must be fluid. 
* Liberal”’ Jews must not be ashamed to take a step back if intellectual 
honesty demanded it. The trouble was that the movement was in danger of 
becoming a movement of “‘ highbrows”’ only. It could have no future unless 
it touchéd the masses of Israel and the children, and that it would never do 
if it remained mere intellectualism. They must not be afraid to create or 
re-create ceremonials and symbolism. “ Liberal’’ Judaism could create its 
own sane, healthy mysticiam. 

A number of messages of congratulation were then read. 


THE SYNAGOGUE IN MODERN LIFE. 
Rabbi Samus, Scuutman, of Temple Beth-el, New York, read a paper on 


“The Synagogue in Modern Life.”’ He said he hoped that gathering would 
give some clear idea with respect to the movement that for a hundred years 
and more had been a spiritual force, which in Western Jewry was described 
as ‘* Liberal ’’ Judaism, and which they in America preferred to call Reform. 
That movement reinterpreted tradition and adapted it to modern life. They 
were exponents of the present, and that proved their vitality. Only the 
present was alive. They tried to meet the needs of the modern man living 
his life in a non-Jewish environment. Judaism was a constantly developing 
religion, based on the revelation of God through Israel. The ‘* Liberals ’’ had 
removed the dust of ages from the religion and had beautified its ceremonies. 
They had been compelled to revaluate the sacred heritage, to rediscover the 
driving force in Judaism—the ethical monotheism of the prophets. It was 
time that they should take stock of their spiritual assets and become conscious 
of the distinctive function of the synagogue in modern life. It was a great 
mistake to emphasise exclusively the things which Judaism had in common 
with other religions. Judaism must maintain its uniqueness, which gave the 
Jewish consciousness a definite entity. If they were to be the light, they 
could not admit that-the synagogue simply reflected the lights of other creeds. 
The possibilities of the synagogue had not only not been exhausted, they 
had not even been grasped. They believed that the synagogue gave the 
modern man the three things that he most needed. 
transeendent, purely spiritual God; 


They were the idea of a 
the recognition of law; and an 
indestructible hope in the progress of man on earth. By the synagogue he 
meant, of course, not a building, but Keneseth Yisrael—a term that beat. 
For Israel was certainly not in any sense a nation ; it was 
an historic people that had come to be a community with a great mission. 
They must reject racialism and all nationalism.

Jewish nationalism based on race. They believed that Jewish individuality 
consisted of ideas. Ideas differentiated, but they could also unite ; but blood 
always divided. Therefore they said that they were Jews by religion, and 
that race was no bar against anyone becoming a member of the House of 
Israel. Jews believed that they held for the world the completest conception 
of God, which was also in harmony with modern thought. Judaism did not 
incarnate God in any person ; 
inexhaustibility of God; it presented the conception of an eternal, spiritual 
God, living and everlastingly present, not bound up with any person or event 
of the past, infinite for the future, Such a God left the mind completely free 
in the quest for knowledge. Judaism could never come into conflict with 
acience, for it welcomed truth from whatever quarter it came. Science had 
nothing to say about the origin and the purpose of life, for it was concerned 
only with processes, not with essentials. Their commentators told them that 
the Torah always spoke in the language of man. That meant that it expressed 
itself through the medium of the ideas of men at the time of the revelation. 
Revelation consisted of the permanent spiritual truth and also of the temporary 
“ seience ’’ through which it was expressed. If the latter were removed, it 
did nat matter. No person, according to Judaism, could speak with finality 
about God. The fundamental dogma in Judaism left the mind free to grow 
up to God. And God was One, unique, a spiritual Power, not, as Matthew 
Arnold had said, blindly making for righteousness, but, in the words of 
Jeremiah, a Power creating righteousness out of the fullness of His being. It 
was sometimes said that the Jewish mission had been completely fulfilled, 
since Monotheism was now almost universally recognised. This was 
maintained by Christianity, and also by such Jews as desired to interpret the 
Jewish consciousness exclusively as Jewish nationalism. Those Jews said 
it was no good being O%33 they wanted to be OMNIS. But the Jews still had 
the duty of converting the world to God. As a people they were the witnesses 
and the servants of God or they were nothing. The Western world had never 
yet grasped the Jewish conception of God—at heart it still worshipped man, 
not God. Law was God’s method of wooing man, and duty was man’s

15,000,000 Dollar Mark Passed. 


According to a statement issued by Mr. David A. Brown, National. 


Chairman of the American United Jewish Campaign, the sum of 15,772,730 
dollars has already been pledged for European relief. Towards the 
ultimate total of 25,050,000 dollars, campaigns that will be ended in the 
next fortnight are expected to raise a minimum of 1,026,930 dollars ; to 
this will be added 6,928,291 dollars in campaigns scheduled for next 
September, and 1,322,048 dollars in local “ repeat campaigns ” in 1927 and 
19298, This is said to be the largest sum of money ever raised in America 
for a humanitarian purpose. 

The magnitude of the effort is emphasised, says Mr. Brown, by the 
fact that there are only 3,500,000 Jews in the United States. On that 
basis, the contributions to the United Jewish Campaign, if figured on a 
per capita basis, average 7.15 dollars. Although hundreds of Christians 


are included among the contributors, on the whole the 25,000,000 dollars 


comes from the Jewish citizens of America.

Proposed Five Million Dollar Fund. . 


At the opening of the Convention of the Rabbinical Assembly of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of America at Long Branch, New Jersey, 
the proposal was put forward that the Assembly should raise a fund of 


5,000,000 dollars.for the purpose of conducting a campaign to strengthen 


Traditional Judaism in America. 

Rabbi Max Drob said that, believing as they did that their type of 
Judaism Was the only one which had any hope of perpetuating itself in 
America, they must bend every effort to convert every American Jew to 
their point of view. They needed periodicals, to be the organ of their 
views, and required propagandists to plead their cause. The time had 
also come for them to systematise and make possible the proper observ- 
auce of Judaism. They were the logical body to undertake the gigantic 
task of bringing order out of the chaos which now prevailed in Sabbath 
observance, Kashruth, Jewish education, and in charitable and social 
endeavour. To accomplish this great purpose a large fund would be 
required to make possible the growth of the Seminary and the United 


Synagogue. With such a fund at their disposal they would be able to 


take their rightful place in American Jewish life. 


Bialik ee United States. 


View on American Jewry. 


The famous Hebrew poct, C. N.. Bialik, and Mr. Louis Lipsky, the 
President of the American Zionist Organisation, have sailed for Europe 
on board the Aquitania. 

In an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, Bialik gave his 
impressions of American Jewry in the following words: 

The Jews, whether they want it or not, have behind them the 
heritage of their past culture. It is impossible to throw off one’s past. 
If one does not want to go under, one must preserve a great deal of this 
past, and one must care also for the future. Even in America, the future 
of the Jews is far from ‘being secure. The care-free mien of the Jews of 
America, and their supposedly self-satisfied noise makes an undesirable 
impression upon one, like that of a poor recital of someone else's song. 
Their exaggerations are not'the foam of an overfloving cup, but soap 
bubbles. There is a feeling of powerlessnéss coupled with internal 
uncertainty. 

The conception of the American Zionists, Bialik concluded, is stil] 
too small. They still consider that giving for Zionism is a sort of charity. 
The leaders of American Jewry, both of the Right and Left wings, do not 
stand on the proper level. | have found fair play, Bialik added, 
among the Yahudim, although I must say that their idealogy is extremely 
dangerous to the existence of Jewry.

Medical Report on Accused. 
[From our Correspondent.} PARIS. 


I learn from a most reliable source that the report of the Medical 
Commission which examined the mental state of Mr. Schwarzbard, the 
alleged assassin of General Petlura, is already in the hands of the 
Investigating Judge. 

The report states that the prisoner is sane and fully responsible for 
his act, but that he committed the crime in a state of great excitement 
produced by the constant presence in his mind of the vivid impressions 
of the massacres of Jews in Ukraine. 

Petlura’s widow has informed the Examining Magistrate that she 
will take civil action against Schwarzbard for the murder of her husband, 
in addition to the action which the State is taking against him.

To be Held in Paris. 


A World Congress of Jewish Youth is to be held in Paris on the 1st 
of next month. About fifty delegates are expected, representing the 
branches of the Union Universelle de la Jeunesse Juive in various countries. 
Delegates are also expected from other Young Jewish Associations 
in countries where there is no branch yet of the Union. The Congress 
will consider questions of interest to Jewish youth and will consider plans 


for calling together next year a Congress of all Jewish Youth Associations 
throughout the world. 


The Palestinian section of the Union is sending two delegates to the 
me pe conference of Jewish workers has been held in Paris for 
the purpose of forming 4 Union of Jewish Workers in France. It is 
intended that the Union should unite all Jewish workers without regard 
to their opinions, for the defence of their common interests. An appeal!

join the Union. 


Shechita Vetoed in Bavaria. 


Diet Passes Anti-Semitic Resolution. 


The Bavarian Diet has decided to prohibit Shechita in Bavaria, 
adopting the resolution W hich was submitted by the Munich Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, and which was passed about a fort- 
night ago by the Constitution Commission of the Diet. The Social 
Democrats voted together with the parties of the Right in favour of the 
resolution. The Communists voted against. 

There is still the hope that the Central Government of the German 
Republic will veto the decision, by refusing to allow Shechita to be 
prohibited in one of the States comprising the Federal Republic.—J.T.A. 


Jewish’ Rigkts in Poland. 


New Citizenship Order. 


Following negotiations between the Club of Jewish Deputies and the 
Polish Government, the Minister of the Interior has issued instructions 
to all District Governors ordering them to arrange at latest by the end 
of this year for granting citizenship to the thousands of so-called aliens 
in Poland, who are unable to produce documentary proof that they were 
resident on Polish territory during the period of the Tsarist Empire, and 
who are therefore denied Polish citizenship, while they are at the same 
time unable to claim the protection of any other country. It is estimated 
that there are over 10,000 people in Poland, particularly in the frontier 
districts, who are so affected, most of them being Jews. 

The Club of Jewish Deputies is hopeful that the instructions which 
have now been issued by. the Minister of the Interior will finally settle 
this difficult question. —J.T.A.

RAIDS ON JEWISH MONEYLENDERS. 

What appears to have been an organised attack on Jewish money. 
lenders in Dublin was carried out last week in a series of raids by armed 
men. In no case was monéy taken, bat large quantities of books, papers, 
and promissory notes were seized by the raiders, who were, in most cases, 
accompanied by women. Anumber of arrests were made. Ths premises 
raided were the cdweling-houses or offices of the moneylenders, 
the first being the residence of a Mr.!Edward Levy, at Bloomfield 
Avenue, South Circular Road. Three men took part in the raid here. 
One of them exclaimed: “ This is an official raid; it is not for money.” 
Mr. Levy raised the alarm, and the raiders bolted. . A further raid took 
place at Grove Park, Rathmines. Though papers and books were 
scattered about, the raiders took nothing belonging to the man they were 
seeking, though they seized and carried away some Savings Cértificates 
belonging to the occupiers of the house. A woman took part in this raid. 
During the day a further series of raids took place in the city. All the 
premises visited were offices of Jewish moneylenders. No money was 
taken, but large quantities of. books, papers, and promissory notes were 
seized by the raiders. In all about six moneylenders’ offices and houses 
were visited.

A number of Jewish moneylenders numbering about six were raided 
last week by parties of armed men, and in the majority of cases books 
and documents were taken away. The raids are believed to have been 
organised ; and Mrs. Gonne McBride, who is a prominent member of the 
Irish Republican party, speaking at a public meeting on Sunday last, is 
reported to have stated that the raids were carried out by order of an 
organisation which she represented. Only the books she said were 
ordered to be taken and in each house a pamphlet was left giving the 
reason forthe raids. It is suggested that the unspecified organisation 
referred to, ordered the action taken as a result of its being informed of 
extortionate charges on the part of certain moneylenders. © Another 
motive conjectured is to bring abuses of the practice of moneylending 
before the public with a view go influencing legislation on the Ifnes of the 
English Moneylending Bill. 

To my mind there is me doubt that the raids were organised by the 
military section of the Irish Republican Party. Mrs. McBride looks after 
the dependents of political prisoners who have been retained in goal by 
the Free State authorities for political offences; and it is highly probable 


that a number of moneylenders have not dealt too mercifally with some 
of the dependents in question.

JOINT DISTRIBUTION COMMITTEE'S REPLY. 


The Joint Distribution Committee, which is conducting the United 
Jewish Campaign in America for twenty-five million dollars for Jewish 
relief purposes in Eastern Europe and elsewhere, has issued a statement 
replying to the charges made against it at the American Zionist Conven- 
tion that it was interfering by its Russian colonisation plan with the 
priority of Palestine. 

The Joint Distribution Committee accuses the Zionists of attempting 
“to sabotage the United Jewish Campaign.” It deniesithat the Russian 
colonisation plan is a rival to Palestine. The success of the United 
Jewish Campaign, in raising so large a sum in a short time, it says, proves 
that the American Jews have confidence in the Joint Distribution 
Committee. 

With regard to Palestine, the statement re-affirms that the Joint 
Distribution Committee will continue to provide fands for aid work in 
Palestine, and terms the Zionist attacks as vicious.—J.T.A. 


Sephardic Jews and Zionism. 
PETITION TO ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


The Executive of the World Union of Sephardic Jews has addressed 
a petition to the Zionist Actions Committee, which is to meet shortly in 
London, in which it raises the question of the growing Sephardic immigra- 
tion into Palestine, amounting now to a third of the total Jewish 
immigration into the country, and urges, in view of the distress among 
the immigrant Sephardic Jews, that the £E.10,000 promised by the 
Fourteenth Zionist Congress should be now allocated. 

The petition emphasises the inseparability of the Sephardic Union 
and the Zionist Organisation, and the loyalty of the Sephardic Jews to 
Zionism. 


Zionist Revisionists in Germany 
CONFERENCE IN BERLIN. . 


A conference of delegates of the Zionist Revisionist Organisation in 
Germany was held in Berlin recently. Dr. J. Brutzkus, who opened the 
conference, said that although the Zionist Revisionists had started their 
work in Germany only a year ago, they were already in a position to hold 
their first conference of delegates from all parts of the country. 
Revisionism was not a “fraction” inthe Zionist Movement but only a 
tendency, and not a new tendency either, but the old tendency which 
had been inaugurated by Herz! and had been. forgotten, and which as 
recently as 1918 was still being championed by Max Nordau against the 
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present tendency in Zionism. Revisionists demanded that the Zionist 
programme should not remain merely on paper, but that an active policy 
should be pursued with the aim of bringing about the realisation of 
the programme. 


The Conference adopted a resolution protesting against the persecution | 


of Zionists in Russia. 

Dr. Emil Kauder spoke on the task of the Revisionists in Germany. 
Dr. Brutzkus then reported on the position in Palestine. Jewish work,*he 
said, was encountering obstacles on all sides. The immigration laws 
were severe. Not the British, nor the Arabs, but the Jewish Agency 
ought to regulate theimmigration. The tariff policy was choking industry. 
In all the former Turkish countries the old Ottoman laws had been 
abolished, except in Palestine. 

The Conference has decided to establish a Revisionist organ in the 
German language. A number of resolutions were adopted dealing with 
Zionist policy and Palestine immigration. It was decided to conduct a 
vigorous campaign against the Central Union of German Citizens of the 
Jewish Faith, and against the anti-Zionist policy of the Agudath Yisrael. 


English Zionist Federation. 
THE STAFF ENTERTAINED.

Difficulties in Palestine Citizenship. 


VAAD LEUMI COMMISSION'S PLEA. 


In a report submitted to the Vaad Leumi (Central Council of Pales 
tine Jews), the Centra! Citizenship Commission of the Council says tha: 
there are still many difficulties in regard to the citizenship question i: 
Palestine. It specifies the difficulties as follows: 

(a) The high fees levied, which the majority of the Jews cannot afford ; (/

privileges which foreign citizens enjoy and which they may lose by trans!+ 
(¢) the attitude towards the 1922 opted citizens ; (g) the delay in iseuing cert 
Cates ; and (h) the fact that no list has been kept of the 1922 citizens, so t’ 
people who have already paid once and have misilaid their certificates now |: 
their citizenship. The result is that up to the present only 3,500 people |» 
been registered as citizens.

method of finding God. The law was two-fold; the complete Torah had 
place for the priest and the prophet, it was conservative and disciplinary, it 
trained men, and it was progressive and liberatingly creative. 
law was never merely a thing of the dead past. It had not come down 
complete ina parchment, but had been discovered by reason and discussion. 
But when it was discovered it had to be obeyed—there were no exceptions or 
privileges. The Jewish religion was a 7'orah and a gradual education—not 
sudden, glad tidings based on personal salvation. In Judaism there were 
only hopes—no fulfilment, for any fulfilment would slay the ideal. And 
Israel's ideal was so high that it could never be completely. fulfilled in any 
possible circumstances. Jewish Messianism was quick to hope and hard to 
satisfy; henee the Jews had rejected all personal Messiahs. * Liberal” 
Judaism had rediscovered the belief in the Kingdom of God and had rejected 
the idea of a personal Messiah. Judaism had given to the world an example 
of faith in God which was rational and clear. and was passionately devoted to 
the aim of bringing about just relations between men. The complete 
revelation of Judaism was to he found in what was called the Old Testament. 
While laws might change; the Law was eternal, the Law which comprised 
prophecy, wisdom, pragmatism, and idealism. 


BELIEF IN THE BIBLE 

The second part of the session was devoted to a discussion on © Judaism 
in relation to Modern Thought and Life.” Rabbi Dr. Max Wrener ( Berlin) 
read a paper on ‘ Belief in the Inspiration of the Bible in'the Light of Biblical 
Criticism,” in the course of which he said that the traditional conception of 
revelation and inspiration in relation to the Bible could be attacked from 
two sides. Philosophy could make objections to the content of the teaching, 
as well as to the possibility of any supernatural inspiration whatever, and 
literary and historical criticism could subject. the documents of an historical

religion to minute investigation in order to discover how far the incidents 
recorded in such documents (which had hitherto seemed fundamental to the 
particular faith) were, or were not, credible and trustworthy. Criticism 
did this quite apart from the theoretic possibility of such incidents:: © it 
discussed only the degree of uncert uinty in the links of the tradition which 
contained the meidents in question, They were coneerned only with the 
second of those two different attacks, with the historical and literary analvsis 
and criticism of the Bible, and especially of the Pentateuch. It-was curiously 
characteristic of the Jewish conception of, and of the Jewish faith in, revelation 
that not only had miraculous incidents (such as the passage of the Red Sea, 
the personal appearance and manifestation of the Deity at Sinai, etc.) become 
religious dogmas, but that implicit belief had also been maintained in the 
accuracy and completeness of the tradition which carried forward and trans- 
mitted these im rdents. it would not bye wrong to aay that the demand had 
been made for belief both in the contents of the book and in the tradition 
through which it had been preserved and handed down. What, then, was 
to happen, when the believer became convinced that these writings had 
grown up in quite a different way from that recorded by tradition, that, in 
fact. the tradition about the origins of these writings, which had invested 
them with their highest authority, had quite broken down 7%

tabbi Dr. 1. I. Marrvok, in the course of an address on “ The Use of the 
Bible in Worship and Education,’ said that the first generation of Liberal 
and Reform Jews had drawn a sharp cisiinétion between the religious and 
inspirational values of the Bible and the Talmud. One was rated very high, 
and the other’ was thought nothing of. They had imherited that belief in 
so far as it concerned the importance of the Bible—its supreme importance 
in the religieus education of the Jews ; and they were constantly asking them- 
selves how to make its religious influence more effective. The Bible con- 
stituted the whole of Jewish literatare available in any language for all Jews. 
Whatever the value of the Talmud and other Jewish works, they were closed 
books to most Jews. Where they were translated the translations had not 
the literary quality of the originals. But the Bible was great literature in 
every language, The Bible did not mean to them what it had meant to 
their forefathers. There were, however, two direct influences that they wanted 
from the Bible—a sense of God's presence in human life, and a sense that 
Israel had been, was, and could be, the channel of Divine Revelation.

He oid not speak as a pessimist } the inher spiritual 
development of Reform Judaism had been impeded by the urge of external 
economic problems, and he was full of hope and faith in thefuture. It was not 
the preservation of Reform Judaism in America that was their goal, but the 
propagation of a living Judaism that might differ from the present Reform, 
They based their hope on education, for without Jewish knowledge there 
could be no permanent upbuilding. At present their children became Jews 
despite, rather than because of, their Jewish schools. But some progress had 
been made, In some communities there were schools for the systematic 
training of religious teachers. text-books were being published, and the 
teaching of Hebrew was being stressed. All that, however, was simply direct 
instruction. WNcientific research and the promotion of Jewish learning were 
also indispensable. In this direction there were summer schools for Rabbis 
arranged by the Hebrew Union College, which was also enlarging its faculty, 
published an annual, and was preparing for the publication of volumes on 
scientific research. Similar activities were also being undertaken by other 
Jewish institutions not so closely identified with Reform, but serving the 
advancement of Judaism in America. As soon as the problem of East 
European Jewry was well in hand, the next great American “ drive ” would 
be for Jewish education. Tf only they were assured of adequate material 
tupport, what might Jewish education im America not accomplish ? 
THE MOVEMENT IN ENGLAND. | 

Mr. CLaube G. Mowrerione, in an address on “ ‘ Liberal’ Judaism in 
England,” traced the history of the movement from its foundation to the 
present day. He referred to the Friday evening services held by Mr. Basil 
Henriaues in the East End. and said that these showed “ Liberal” Judaism 
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to have an appeal for the working man. In England there was a large body 
of people who, through indifference, had to a great extent broken away from 
Judaism. The one chance of bringing them back to a living Judaism lay 
with the “ Liberals.””. There was a class of persons who really had only the 
husks and shell of orthodox Judaism remaining. Orthodox Judaism was 
a great deal more than that—it was a great religion. ut those people were 
without the spirituality and fervour that true Orthodoxy could engender. 
Their idea of Judaism was that it was not Christianity, and that apart from 
that it consisted of externalities, such as wearing a hat in synagogue and 
observing the dietary laws. No one had a higher appreciation of orthodox 
Judaism than he, and he had spent many hours in defending it; but in the 
group he was referring to religion had become superstition, Was it not 
reasonable to try and show those people that Judaism was something more 
than “ not Christianity’? Orthodoxy could not do it, or they would not 
have seceded from Orthodoxy. ° Liberal’ Judaism was the only chance. 
Ought they therefore to be attacked for their work in that direction ? The 
synagogue was fairly well attended for the Saturday morning services. about 
20 per cent. of the total membership being present, although that figure 
included visitors, They had started Sunday services. which. however. were 
in no way intended to supplant the Saturday services, or ths Sabbath, on 
which they were keen, But they were attended by about £00 people, loosely 
attached to the community, who otherwise rarely attended a synagogue. 
They were also gaining an imereasing hold on the younger generation, which 
term he employed to include adolescents. Theré was a suspicion in some 
quarters that. Liberal’ Judaism was associated with anti-Zionism. That 
waa not true, One of their younger leaders (indicating the Rev. M. Pe 
Per'zweig) was an active Zionist. .

Evening Session. 
Rabbi Lovis Wousey (Preeident of the Central Conference of American

In the absence of Rabbi Dr. Leo Barcx, his paper on © The Message of 
Judaism to the Individual” was read by Dr. Hemsricn Stern. Dr. Baeck 
wrote that religion had two forms of education, one which before anything 
else considered the environment, and the other which was directed to the 
individual. The formation of environment was of great importance. An 
atmosphere was created thereby in which the human being grew up, in which 
he received the first impressions of childhood and youth. As © the child is 
father of the man,” these pictures which surrounded man in the years of his 
first development were the decisive ones. ~The significance of all tradition in 
religion and of all religious life that embraced the home and the community 
lay in the creation of these surroundings, this environment. But religion 
must not end there. It often happened that, when a man left his environ- 
ment, he at the same time entirely left his religion. That was no rare 
occurrence in Judaism. It was therefore necessary that religion should address 
itaelf first and foremost to the individual, should try to take root in the 
individual. ‘Tradition aimed at linking the generations to each other. In 
the individual one goneration took its place sometimes alongside of another 
generation and somtimes in opposition to it ; it was the individual that gave 
life to the principle of continuance and further shaping of the development. 
If retigion could impress the individual with the privilege and the task of his 
individaality, then religion would remain and grow in the man even if the 
environment disappeared or if he abandoned his environment. It was the 
great achievement of “ Liberalism " that it had comprehended the necessity 
of taking hold of the individual, therevy becoming the continuing element in 
Judaism. Possibly “ Liberalism" had at times forgotten that environment 
was also of great importance, that it was necessary to give form to the religious 
life of the community. If it succeeded in understanding that importance of 
the environment and in uniting with it its very own mission, i.c., of educating 
the individual so as to be a religious individual and to unfold all his religious 
powers —if it accomplished that it would be the strongest force in Judaism. 
* Liberaliam *’ must emphasise the message of Judaism to the individual and 
must at the same time place the individual in an environment in which his 
Judaism became living. ‘That was the message of “ Libera! ’’ Judaiam to the 
individual: the message directed to each one, speaking to him of the special 
task and the special right which was his in the succession of generations.

MONDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Throughout Sunday the proceedings of the Conference had been largely 
academic; but Monday's session opened with suppressed but perceptible 
excitement. There were two reasons for this. One was that it was an open 
secret that the “ discussion on the main subjects’ would resolve itself inte 
a‘ field-day "’ on the question of Zionism, on which opinions at the Conference 
were sharply divided. Another was the under-current of partly concealed 
hostility between the American and the German delegates, the latter resenting 
the efforta of the United States to substitute a “home-grown "’ Reform for 4 
the article imported from Geymany forty years ago. This led to a great deal 
of “lobby work,” in which the party of Dr. Heinrich Stern was particularly 
active, and throughout Monday morning there were numbers of small private 
conferences among the delegates, possibly in preparation for the trial of 
strength that took place in the afternoon. 


Morning Session. | 
At the morning session Rabbi Dr. Ll. 1. Marruck presided. 
Professor Dr. J. Evsocen (Berlin) opened the discussion by paying a ‘4, 
tribute to what he called the remarkable enunciation that had been heard 
of what “ Liberal” Judaism stood for. It stood not for destruction but for 
construction. If they opposed any dogma or ceremonial, it was in order 
to build up, not to destroy. The word “ Liberal’’ was a fine word ; it stood 
for a broad spirit that would exclude nothing. They had not a word te say 
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avainst Orthodoxy, against anyone—noit even against the Nationalistic 
eonception of Judaism. All the speakers had pointed out that “ Liberal ty 
Judaism was in danger of becoming too rationalistic, that it wanted the spirit 
of mysticism. That was one of their needs ; they had too much philosophy 
and too little real religion. He would emphasise that “ Liberal’ Judaism 
meant not only a broad conception and a deep sentiment of religion, but also 
He did not. agree with the Chairman in 
emphasising the weak parts of the Bible. He thought that their forefathers 
had known how to find out the true spirit of the Bible and how to make the 
best of it. Israel's greatest achievement for humanity was to have preserved 
the Hebrew Bible in its true content and spirit. Thus they still had a mission 
to the world, for it was only in the original Hebrew that the true spirit of the 
Bible could be found. If they preserved that heritage he was not afraid of 
the future of Judaism. 

Rabbi Frtix Levy (Chicago) recapitulated the prineiples of “ Liberal” 
Judaism that had been formulated by the speakers, and said that they showed 
not a single new conception of the basis of Reform; they had carried the 
promises of Geiger and the German Reformers not a step further. Jewish

Order being more or less restored, Dr, Matruck said that Dr. Wise had 
asked what was the attitude of the Conference regarding the incompatibility 
of * Liberal” Judaism with Zionism. Speaking im the name of the delegations 
of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, the. Union of: American Hebrew 
Congregations, the Union of © Liberal” Rabbis in Germany, the Union of 
* Liberal’ Jews of Germany, and the Jewish Religious Union, he stated :-— 

The Conference has no official attitude towards Zionism. 


It had no official answer to give to the question whether the two were 
incompatible ; every “ Liberal’ Jew could answer the question for himself. 
(Applause.) Being a non-Zionist himself, he had been particularly fair to 
those who opposed his views. But they were there to discuss the papers, 
and in none of the papers had Zionism been mentioned. Only the subjects 
that had been raised in the papers were to be discussed, and he would not 


now allow anyone—-not even the readers of papers—so much as to mention 
the word Zionism. 


This was greeted with loud protests, particularly on the part of the 
German delegates, who were holding animated conferences all over the floor. 
Mr. Montefiore engaged himself in pacifying Dr. Schulman—in which he was 
temporarily successful—while Dr. Stern shouted: “ You allowed Wise to 
speak ; we must answer!"’ Meanwhile Dr, Elbogen was reading a translation 


of Dr. Mattock’s remarks for the benefit of the German delegates—none of 


Dr. Wises speech created something of an uproar. 


applause, and seme indication of ¢isapproval, 
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After Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL (Essen) had spoken, Rabbi Dr. Fetrx GotpMann 
(Leipzig) said that the Germans were in a different position from all the other 
delegates. Even Zionism was different in Germany from what it was in 
America, because of the differences in the inner development of the Jews. 
(Dissent.) He added that there was no possible bridge between East Kuropean 
Jewry and the Jews of the Western world, because they were developing under 
totally different conditions. 

Rabbi 1. LanpMan thought too little had been said on the subject of 
Jewish education. ‘“ Liberal” Judaism the world over woul! make greater 
progress if they realised that the older generation could not be re-taught, 
and that they must begin with youth. Youth was rebelling against the 
unspirituality of Orthodoxy. American “ Liberals ” found that the greatest 
gains for Judaism had been made in the religious schools.. It ought to be 
considered, from the point of view of pedagozy and psychology, at what age 
they should start teachirig children the Bible from the “ Liberal” point of 
view. 

Dr. Jospen Ravucu (Louisville) said that the Judaism of the Psalmista 
Was a3 important as that of the Prophets. Their faith and hope kept them 
alive as Jews even more than did social justice. 

Dr. Asram Semon (Washington) said that their programme was far too 
ambitious for two days, and they had been unable to come to any definite 
conclusions, Had they had only two papers, and thoroughly discussed them, 
they would have got further. However, he thought that gave no reason for 
disappointment. It was not n ‘ceasary to arrive at definite conclusions at 
such a conference. Biblical and post-Biblical history exemplified the liberal 
spirit of the Jew from the time of Abraham to thé present hour. What was 
a great matter for congratulation was the fact that they had come together 
from different countries and could look one another in the face a few years 
after the war. Despite all nationalism, they were still Jews at heart. That 
was why he welcomed that conference. He expressed thanks to Miss 
Montagu, Dr. Mattuck and Mr. Montefiore. 

Mra. OLLINDOF F (Germany) said that they ought to come down from the 
clouds of philosophy and consider how to win Jews—and especially Jeweases— 
to Judaism and Liberal’ Judaism.

regarded it also constructively, as depicting the historic evolution of Judaism. 
The Bible was not a book nor, strictly speaking, a literature ; it was the 
expresuon of a thousand years of fiving and striving of the people of Israel. 
The great problem of Judaism had been to find a constructive harmonising 
_ of Universalism and: Particularism, both of which were characteristically 
They must learn to understand the Bible themselves before they 
considered how to interpret it to children. 

Mr. Craupe G. Mowrtertore «aid it was a fine exemplification of the 
width of * Liberal” Judaism to have had so many divergent opinions 
expressed. He admitted that they did not want to make false antinomies, 
but if ho had not felt that there was a profound difference between “ Liberal ”’ 
and Orthodox Judaism he would not have given years of his life to the pro- 
pagation of the former. He recognised the greatness in Orthodox Judaism, 
as he did-in Buddhism and Mohammedanism ; but he was not an Orthodox 
Jew or a Buddhist or a Mohammedan. = Although it was a controversial 
matter, he must express his belief that ultimately * Liberal” Judaism would 
a*rive at a clearer understanding with regard to the teaching of the founder 
of Christianity, and more in accordance with that of the rest of. the civilised

Dr. ScHvuLMAN then rose to reply to the criticisms on his paper. He 
appeared to be labouring under intense excitement, and when he took his 
place on the platform he turned his back on the audience, and thundered at 
the unfortunates who. were seated there. It was impossible to make out 
the trend of his remarks, which he delivered with a wealth of gesticulation 
that.on one occasion seriously menaced the pessonal safety of others on the 
platform, and caused Mr. Montefiore to push back his chair in evident alarm. 

A final speech by Dr. Max Witner brought the morning session to a closo 
at approximately the time when the afternoon session was due to begin. 


Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session Rabbi Dr. Matrruck presided. 

The Hon. Lity H. Montacu, J.P., said that the conference onght not 
to end without some definite, practical result. With the approval of Dr. 
Mattuck, Mr. Montefiore and the Council of the Jewish Religious Union, she 
was proposing the organisation of a world union of * Liberal” Jews. United 
as a world organisation, they would be the better able to fight Jewish 
materialism, indifference and apathy. Whether Zionist or non-Zionist, 
Reform, “ Liberal” or Progressive, they could all join together so long as 
they believed in a liberal conception of Judaism. “ Liberal” teaching had 
given them back the Bible by showing them what in it was of eternal value. 
It might be—and she hoped it would be—that the younger people would 
ultimately formulate new truths. She wanted the World Union to take its 
contribution—the Jewish message—to the world’s spiritual treasury, for the 
world was*hungry for it to-day. She then moved a resolution favouring the 
formation of a world organisation, which was seconded by Mr. A. Lzo Wei 
(Union of American Hebrew Congregations) for the American delegates, and 
by Rabbi Dr. Sex 1emMANN on behalf of the German delegates. 

The resolution was then discussed in detail and at great length. It 
transpired that the names of the proposed union had oecasioned deep-seated 
differences—indeed, there were two hours of more or less acrimonious dis- 
cussion before this one point was settled. The difficulty lay in the objection 
of most of the American delegates to the use of the word “Liberal” in the 
main title, as they felt that this would constitute a slur on “ Reform,” which 
for forty years had distinguished the creed. The word “ Reform” was, 
however, quite unacceptable to the German delegates, who were insistent 
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01 the word.“ Liberal.” Thea delegates, while favouring Liberal.”’ 
proposed “ Progressive’ as a compromise, and this was favoured by tho 
majority of the Americans. Dr. ScHULMAN suggested ‘“* Modern.” but sub- 
sequently withdrew the sugvestion: Rabbi Levy wanted a title without 
adjectives, so that cach country could supply its own: Kabhi LANDMAN 
thought “‘ Federation was a better word than “ Union” - and Mr. PErRtz- 
WEIG thought the title mioht include some such word its Kadimah, Dr. 
MATTUCK was quite incapable of dealing with the disorder that arose, and the 
argument might have gone on for ever had it not been for Dr. Schulman, who 
bore down all opposition by the sheer volume of his voice. In time he wore 
away even Dr. Stern's resistance, and the German delegates (with the excep- 
tion of Dr. Sobernheim, who remained intransigent to the end) withdrew 
their insistence on the word ‘ Liberal,”’ although they insisted on their right 
to translate the name into such German words as they thought fit. The 
name being at last settled, the resolution (having been slightly amended in 
one or two other directions) was at last adopted as follows : 

That an international union be formed. 

Che name of the union shall be the World Union for Progressive® Judaisnv. 

Phe object of the union shall. be to further the development of Progressive 
Judaism and to encourege the formation of progreseive Jewish religious 
organisations, in the communities of different countries, and to promote 
co-operation bet ween such organisations, now existing or to be formed, in the 
study of Judaism and its adaptation and application to modern life. 

It shall hold bi-cnnual or tri-annual international conferences to discuss 
the object of the union, to diseuss, understand and better appreciate the 
work done by the various communities, the shades of differences in their 
roligious CoM eptions and points of view, their COTROON aspirations and 
agreements, and any ant all other matters germane to the object of the 
Unton | 

It shall publish at such times as may be determined a Reviewdealing with 
the work of the union and that of ite constituent organisations, and likewise 
reports of the proceedings at the conference. 

For its information it may require reports, regular or special, from its 
constituent organisations, upon their development and activities in relation 
to the PUurpose- of ihe

with the power to co-opt one additional member-from each country, such 
committee to take st ps to set the Union on a working basis, draw up a 
constitution, and report to the next conference. It having been explained 
only provisional, and that its numerical composition 
would not be taken as a precedent, the resolution was carried. Miss Montagi 
was elected hon. secretary of the committee, ‘and the following members were 
appointed: Dr. A. Simon, Dr. Morgenstern, Mr. Weil, and Rabbi Wolsey 
(United States); Dr. Eibozen, Dr. Seligmann and Dr. Stern (Germany) ; 
Mr. Montefiore and Dr. Mattuck (England).

As a kind of final resort certain communal! leaders came forward in a 
more or less individual capacity in order to lend the weight of their ripe 
experience to the abortive deliberations, and thus discover some avenue 
for peace which was undetected by those who had pveviously devoted 
their energies to the matter. Even here the result has proved nothing 
but a blank failure. 

An aggravating circumstance in all this impasse is the unfortuhate 
fact that the local Rabbis have been unable to keep the peace among 
shemselves. The situation, therefore, when seen in perspective, really 
g00ks Gilbertian. We havea Beth Din composed of a few Rabbis, but as 
eheir so-called ecclesiastical authority is obviously flouted by what is 
Boing on, itis evident that their work in the sphere of superintending 
Rashruth is almost reduced to a minimum. 

There are in reality three “ Shechitas “functioning in Leeds! Firstly, 
here are the shadowy remnants of the original and official Shechita 
Board, under the Beth Din authority. Secondly, there is the “ oppo- 
ition” Shechita which has existed in Leeds fdr now close upon twenty 
years, during which time it has been under the ecclesiastical authority of 
Ss own Rabbi. This Rabbi, by the way, I should add, is, strangely 
nough, also a member of the official Beth Din—but only, as lam informed, 
or poultry. Thirdly, there is the Shechita which is the broken.-off part

recalcitrant butchers and their Rabbimwho also was a member of the 
official Beth Din until the period of * revolution ” started. 

It needs few words to say how unlovely a picture this is. Our 
co-religionists who view these matters from the outside and from a 
detached standpoint, are bound to ask themselves whether a degenerate 
spectacle of this kind can really be regarded as a phase of the Jewish 
religion in any sense of the word. 

Our young people, in whose interests we are constantly devising the 
best ways and means for providing the best forms of Hebrew and religious 
education, as well as making the Synagogue services as attractive and as 
modernised as possible, are simply being driven away in disgust from the 
“old paths,” and established conceptions of orthodoxy. 

What they say amounts to this: if such a state of affairs is the ritual 
of Judaism, then the less we have of it the better. Your readers will 
well understand where this type of reasoning on the part of young Jewry 
is likely to lead. 

My object in writing this letter is not that of exhibiting, much less 
ridiculing, the sore spots in our local community, but rather to draw the 
attention of the well-wishers of local Jewry towards matters which, if 
allowed to go on unchecked, can but bring forth disastrous results. Iam 
optimistic enough to think that as so much good work is constantly being 
achieved by the Leeds community in other domains, to tay the least, it is 
undoubtedly within the range of possibility, by a determined effort, to 
rectify the unseemly errors which I have ventured to éxpose in this letter.

in this sense we must understand his dictum, “If there is no Torah» 


there are no manners.” 


DERECH ERETZ.” 

‘“ Manners ” is not a complete rendering of the words Drrech Eretz, 
whieh literally mean “ way of the world.” The rabbis uaderstand by 
Derech Erete politeness and humility in intercourse with our fellow 
men, all that is good and fine, which while not directly enjoined by 
the Torah is in its spirit. It is not merely the letter of the Law which 


is to be carried ont, but its spirit. 


Thus, while the Torah tells us to 


give to the poor, it does not say anything about organising qj mmittees 


and making collections and supervising the distribution. 


But that 


work of practical charity is in the spirit of tne Torah. Thus, too, 
while the Torah bids us grant a loan free of interest to a fellow 
creature in distress, it does not forbid the seizure of his goods if he 
cannot pay, but any harsh action of that sort would not be in the 
spirit of the Torah. This higher morality springs from the Torah, 
which is its source. Thus Rabbi Elazar is right whew he says, “ if 


there is no Torah, there is no Derech Eretz.’
